UNDER  THE  CARE  OF  AN  ASSOCIATION  OF  WOMEN  FRIENDS. 

LOCATED  AT  NO.  1612  POPLAR  ST. 


Through  the  blessings  of  a  kind  providence,  and  the  liberal 
help  of  our  friends,  the  Managers  of  “  The  Howard  Institution” 
can  report  that  it  is  in  successful  operation,  having  sheltered 
during  the  past  year  about  thirty-five  poor  outcasts,  who  would 
otherwise  have  suffered  greatly  from  exposure  to  weather  and 
the  need  of  suitable  food  and  clothing,  thus  steadily  pursuing 
its  career  of  usefulness,  and  carrying  out  the  design  of  its 
founders. 

Of  this  number,  four,  after  remaining  in  the  institution  for  a 
year,  another  for  six  months,  conducting  themselves  during 
that  time  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Matron  and  Board,  were 
provided  with  homes  among  kind  friends  who  feel  interested  in 
aiding  them  to  enter  upon  a  new  life.  One  of  this  number  is 
especially  worthy  of  mention. 

Having  been  brought  to  us  from  Bedford  street,  in  a  most 
wretched  condition,  she  was  made  clean,  and  dressed  neatly, 
and  as  time  rolled  on  gave  evidence  of  a  greater  change  in  her 
spiritual  condition  than  had  been  made  in  the  outward ;  and 
upon  leaving  for  her  new  home,  tears  of  gratitude  streamed 
down  her  cheeks. 

Towards  the  close  of  last  winter,  as  the  house  was  filled  to 
its  utmost  capacity,  and  the  sleeping  apartments  as  well  as  the 
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sewing  room  were  but  poorly  ventilated,  it  wras  proposed  by 
one  of  our  Board  that  money  be  raised  for  the  enlargement 
and  improvement  of  our  building.  Many  of  our  friends  kindly 
and  promptly  responded,  donating  the  required  amount,  and 
soon  the  alterations  were  completed. 

The  windows  in  the  chambers  were  enlarged,  and  ventilators 
attached,  another  entrance  made  into  the  sewing  room,  and  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  back  buildings,  thus  affording  a  large  nursery,  with 
other  chambers,  closets,  &c.,  &c.,  convenient  to  the  bath  room 
and  kitchen,  furnishing  pure  air  to  sleep  and  live  in,  which 
contribute  greatly  to  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  family. 

Whilst  the  workmen  were  engaged,  and  the  house  necessarily 
open,  it  being  impossible  to  keep  any  of  the  outer  doors 
fastened,  as  is  our  custom,  the  women  behaved  to  our  entire 
satisfaction,  none  attempting  to  make  their  escape,  as  they 
might  have  done  had  they  been  so  disposed ;  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  all  appeared  to  lend  very  especial  aid  in  keeping  order 
and  saving  our  Matron  any  uneasiness  or  anxiety. 

The  conduct  of  the  inmates  generally  has  been  kind  and 
respectful ;  and  of  their  industry,  we  can  say,  that  over  650 
garments  were  made  by  them  besides  the  usual  housework, 
mending,  and  carpet  rags ;  and  they  also  took  in  washing,  show¬ 
ing  a  willingness  to  do  “whatever  their  hands  found  to  do.”

A  new  branch  of  sewing  was  introduced,  that  of  making  mats 
of  straw  braid,  a  kind  friend  donating  a  quantity  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  which  the  women  took  particular  delight  in  maufacturing, 
and  which  brought  a  ready  sale. 

We  have  some  neat  sewers  and  quilters,  and  are  gratified 
with  orders,  and  believe  the  work  gives  satisfaction.  The 
order,  cleanliness  and  quiet  in  which  the  routine  of  the  house 
is  conducted,  under  the  supervision  of  our  capable  and  efficient 
Matron,  compares  favorably  with  any  institution  of  a  similar 
character. 

The  sewing  room  is  an  interesting  place  ;  here  all  the  inmates 
convene  after  the  housework  is  completed,  in  order  to  sew, 
quilt,  knit,  or  learn  to  do  so,  under  the  patient  care  and  Chris¬ 
tian  example  of  our  Assistant  Matron.  One  of  the  most  in- 
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teresting  features  of  the  moral  management  of  the  inmates  is 
the  practice  of  collecting  them  at  stated  times  for  the  purpose 
of  repeating  their  texts  and  reading  from  some  suitable  and 
attractive  book,  when  they  evince  much  interest  and  are  quiet 
and  attentive.  They  have  been  the  recipients  of  several  visits 
from  ministers  of  our  religious  society  and  of  others,  and  we 
believe  these  occasions  have  been  greatly  blessed  both  to  the 
inmates  and  the  kind  visitors.  The  little  library  affords  some 
reading,  we  should  be  glad  had  they  more,  and  in  the  evenings, 
before  they  retire,  it  is  cheering  to  see  the  workroom,  nicely 
cleaned  up,  with  the  occupants  engaged  in  some  work  for  them¬ 
selves,  while  at  times  one  of  their  number  is  reading  aloud ;  this 
home  influence  must  certainly  be  a  blessing. 

Committees  are  appointed  to  visit  the  penitentiary  and 
county  prison,  and  there  have  not  unfrequently  been  incidents 
of  interest  and  encouragement. 

We  desire  to  record  our  sense  of  the  loss  we  have  sustained 
in  the  removal,  by  death,  of  our  beloved  friend  and  fellow 
member,  Mary  H.  Bonsall,  whose  deep  interest  in  our  institu¬ 
tion  and  faithful  labors  on  its  behalf  will  long  be  remembered 
among  us. 

We  are  grateful  to  Drs.  Morton  and  Fish  for  their  kind 
attention  and  services  on  occasions  of  sickness,  and  desire  to 
return  our  thanks ;  as  also  to  our  Board  of  Advisors  and  Coun¬ 
sellor,  who  have  so  kindly  aided  us  whenever  needed.
